Approval Given 
Fine Arts Bid; 
Refused Press

Student Council unanimously 
voted to approve the appoint- 
ment of Jim Condon as a deputy 


coordinator of fine arts in the 
field uf drama, but at the same 
time vetoed a similar appoint- 


ment of Karen Ray as deputy oo- 
ordinator of publications. 

Acting on the recommendation 
of the cabinet of coordinators, 
the council approved Condon’s ap- 
pointment without discussion, but 
refused to allow the second ap- 
pointment, which also was part 
ot the cabinet’s recommendation. 

Don Baxter, junior representa- 
tive, stated that he believed the 
counci| was making a mistake ia 
deputizing authority. “We will he 
making an error in creating a lot 
of officials.” he opined 

Tatimon Replies 

Bob Tallmon ASSSC vice 
president, pointed out thet the 
council had already set a preee- 
dent in denutizing Condon and 
that such a precedent existed last 


year when Shervecod DeWeina

He pointed out that the Rally 
Committee had bought letters for 
the Women's Rally Committee 
and that the women were buying 
them, but some would be on hand 
for future semesters 

Most of the Raliy Committee’s 
budgeted funds are tied up ia

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Council Violates Constitution 


The perennial cry on college campuses is that not enough 
students participate in student activities. Recent actions on 
the Saeramento State College campus seem to indicate that 
Student Council] favors minority contre. 

The ASSSC has a lengthy and detailed constitution 
which was revised in the spring ef 1954 to fit the then re- 
cently created four-year college. This constitution, passed in 
2 general ASSSC election, limits and defines the powers of 
eleeted anc appointed officers and sets qualifications for 
helding ASSSC pesitions. 

Two students are holding positions in violation of the 
constitution, One member of Student Council also holds a 
¢o-ordinator’s position, approved by Couneil with the knowl- 
edge it was a Violation, SSC’s attorney genera! holds an- 
other appointed office, also appreved by the Council. 

Article IV, section 1, of the ASSSC constitution states 
that “All officiai members of the Student Council, with the 
exception of the administrative and faculty representatives, 
shall be ineligible for any other office during their terms 
with the exception of holding office im honerary organiza- 
tions.” 

Junior class representative Don Baxter is also chairman 
of the Rally Committee. A violation of ASSSC by-laws was 
also incurred through the appointment of Baxter. Article 
XIV. Section C, 7.1 reads: “The chairman of the Rally Com- 
mittee shall be a senior man appointed by the president of 
the ASSSC from a list of men nominated by the coerdinat- 
ing committee (of Rally Committee).” Baxter is a junior. 

Bruce Becker, attorney general, is also chairman of the 
Greens. men’s Rally Committee. Article VI, section 2. of the 
constitution states that “The attorney general shall be ineli- 
gible for any other office during his term except that he 
may hold office in honorary organizations.” 

SSC ha: a board of justice established by the constitu- 
tien. which has the duty. aceerding te Article V, section 6a, 
of the constitution, to “interpret the constitution and pass 
on any act of any officer, organization, or individual whieh 
has been brought to their attention by the atterney gen- 
eral.” 

Last vear’s beard of justice established another way of 
bringing constitutional problems before the board, that ofa 
referral of such problems frem the Student Council to the 
board. 

Since Attorney General Becker has overlooked or ne- 
glected to present the previous mentioned vielations te the 
beard of justice, it is clearly the duty of Student Couneil te 
direct the board to consider these vielations and render a 
de¢ision. 





Action Inconsistent 


Student Council, at a meeting Monday, approved ap- 
pointing a deputy co-ordinator in one department and dis 
approved appointment of a like deputy, fer the same pur- 
pose, in another department. 

Reasons behind Council's imconsistent action are as 
unreasonable as the action. Members of the board presented 
the argument that it was net good to set a precedent of ap 
pointing deputies for co-ordinaters. This argument was pre- 
sented just after the group appreved appointment of a 
deputy co-ordinator to sign requisitions for the co-ordinater 
of fine arts, when he is not available. 

Some members of Council pointed out that the prece- 
deat was set last year when a deputy was appointed for this 
perpose in the publications field. It was an appeintment in 
the same field that was turned down Monday. Despite the 
fact that the precedent had been reenforced minutes before 
by the appointment of Jim Condon as deputy co-ordinator of 
fine arts, the majority of Couneil members voted against 
appointing Karen Ray to the same position in publications. 

Reconsideration of Monday’s action is indicated by 
Ceuneil’s inconsistent stand. Such action should fellow care- 
ful consideration of policy which has been set up by the leg-

State’s grid record so far this season is two wins, three 
losses, Last season’s record was no wins, seven losses, At 
this rate of improvement the Hornets should field and un- 
defeated team in 1960! 

It takes vears to b> id a good football term. Improve- 
ment is the kevnote, Sacramento still has few returning 
lettermen, which ordinarily form the nucleus of each suc- 
ceeding year’s suuad, Nevertheless, in two short years defi- 
nite improvement has already been shown 

The River gang has tallied 43 points this season, Com- 
pare this total of 40 points last year! 
SSC's averege score per game last year Was SIX points; this 
year’s average so far is eight points. The opponents’ average 
score last year was 30 points per game; this year they've 
been held to an average of 16. This is almost half as few as 
last vear, Statistics indicate a definite upward trend in SSC 


with the season's 


football prospects. 

Humboldt’s record so far is three wins, two losses, and 
ene tie. They dropped one to powerful Cal Poly, tied with 
tough Cal Aggies, and beat Southern Oregon. Although 
Humboldt is one of the smallest of California’s state col- 
leves, enrollment about 500 (only California Maritime Acad- 
emy is smaller), they usually manage to make the most of 
what they have. There are no junior colleges in the Eureka 
area, so the athletes play together for four full seasons. 

Four west coast colleges remain on the undefeateu un- 
tied list. They are Whittier, Whitworth, Idaho State, and 
Fresno State. Cal Poly, formerly undefeated, fell before a 
Texas onslaught in the form of little McMurray College, 25- 
13. San Jose State lost its clean slate by a close decision to 
COP 14-7. The Spartans had won four straight, but had 
faced weaker competition than COP, who now have a won 
four, lost two record. 

Cal Aggies are favored over Santa Barbara’s Gauchos 
down in the southland. Chico State should have an easy time 
whipping the Wolves in Reno, San Diego State is expected 
to hand the Golden Gaters their fourth loss. Sacramento 
State journeys north to Arcata for a battle with the Lum- 


berjacks of Humboldt State. This may be the Hornets best 
chance to come through on the heavy side of the ledger. Last 
year the Arcatans cut down the Hornets 28-7. Also, this will

The Hornets were led by halft- 
back Eddie Soto who gained 145 
yards, SSCs total was 172 yards 
Sote was presented with SSC"s 
annual Homecoming trophy, 
which is given to the outstanding 
Hornet in the Homecoming tlt. 

The Hornets came out fast, and 
drove to the Gauchos three-yard 
line where quarterback Jim De 
Leon's fumble was recovered by 
tackle Russ Young to end the 71- 
yard drive.

Fach semester's flock of new 
student to Sacramento State 
College brings with it numerotts 
comments about the operation of 
college subsidiary facitities such 
as the cafeteria and the book 
store.

In the hope that misconceived 
ideas might be clarified, Dr. F 
Blair Mayne, executive dean of 
SSC. this week volunteered an 
explanation of the functions and 
purposes of the Hornet Founda- 
tion which is the parent organ- 
ization to both the cafeteria and 
book store 

L sted in the articles of incor- 
poration, said Mayne, the pur- 
poses ot the foundation are to 
operate the cafeteria and the 
bookstore and such other facil- 
ities as benefit the students of 
SSC. Also, the foundation's fin- 
ancial aid is used for purposes

desirable to the college that are 
not provided for by the state, 
i.e. public relations, long-term 
college and student projects as- 
sistance (witness projected plans 
for a new student activities build- 
ing?, and other types of financial 
projects that cannot be handled 
directly. by the colleges, such as 
research contracts with govern- 
mental agencies and other educa- 
tional projects 

From its formative years the 
foundation has been dedicated to 
promoting the needs of the col- 
lege. Mayne explained that it has 
been an uphill road since the first 
year which showed a $10,000 in- 
debtedness with only $700 in the 
bank This was compared to last 
vear’s financial statement of the 
foundation which revealed indebt- 
edness of $8,000, while cash in 
the bank was only $6,000 Show- 
ing how the gap between monies 
awed and on hand has narrowed 
through the years, it was pointed 
out that this year the cash avail- 
able equals the current liabilities 

This means that the foundation 
is, for its first year, pretty well

out of the red. But its recent 
obligations in connection with 
launching a building program for 
a new student activities building 
will commit the foundation to in- 
debtedness for about another five 
years. 

Cost of the building is expected 
to be between $45,000-$50,000. 
Among other factors mentioned 
in the foundation's liabilities was 
the contingent indebtedness to the 
state for rental of the cafeteria. 
This is yet to be determined by 
the state and should be a nom- 
inal amount, Mayne said. But it 
was pointed out that the rental, 
when determined, will cover all 
months of operation since com- 
pletion of the building 

Mayne concluded his stat e- 
ments with an invitation to the 
student body to make any in- 
quiries about the functions of the 
cafeteria, the book store. or the 
Hornet Foundation itself
